Lapsed in Payments and 
Sought Money Lender.

Chicago, Feb. 5.—Anti-Loan Shark Bu- 
reau, THe TrisuUNs, Chicago: I take the 
liberty of writing you after reading yes- 
terday’s Sunday paper about the loan 
sharks. My husband took a loan of $125 
from the Atlas Loan company, 115 South 
Dearborn street, Room 604, making pay- 
ments of $14 monthly, in all twelve pay- 
ments to be made. This was including 
the interest. Five payments of $14 have 
been made. 

The loan was taken on the furniture. 
Nov. 7 my husband left for work and 
never came back. I did not know what 
was wrong. I thought he was hurt, held 
up, or killed until the firm’ he was work- 
ing for told me he wes short in his ac- 
counts and more than iikely had got out 
of town. I wap mot aware of this until 
they told me: it trom me. 
Our home life was j but we had had 
a lot of trouble, had lost the Savings of 
years, came out here to get on our feet 
again, and there is where we made a 
mistake. 


Repayment Scheme Shows “Joker.” 

The payments were a little too high, 
living was so high, and we could not make 
both ends meet. My husband worked 
about seven years for & Co., first as 
teamster, then as shipping cierk. Last 


February he went as salesman in the 


city, thinking he could earn more: But 
that was the worst; that was our down- 
fall. That is how he took up the loan, to 
pay up what he was behind on the home. 
But it seems he thought there was no 
other way out of it. 

He left his family of four children, the 
oldest 18 years, the youngest 2 months, 
without one cent—nothing but debts. I 
have worked and got along nicely until 
now. I am thrown out of work because 
the children have sc@let fever. I am 
writing you facts, thinking you will 
please advise me what to do. There are 
two payments due on the loan now and 
I cannot pay them. Cannot my husband 
be compelled to pay it in place of me? In 
the spring we will have to get out of the 
home because the payments were not 
made, and now I am not able to work, so 
do not know what I Will do. Hoping you 
will take interest in my case and let me 
know what I can do, for I cannot come 
down at present on account of sickness, I 
am, Mra.

The foregoing letter is printed after verifi- 
cation of its contents, because it is typical 
of many of the cases that have come into the 
anti-loan shark bureau for settlement. 

The borrower received $125 which he 
agreed to pay back in twelve monthly in- 
staliments of $14 each. At first sight this 
does not appear to be an especially exorbi- 
tant rate of interest. He received $1..; he 
returns $168, or $48 more, which is 34.4 per 
cent. —

FIRST CASE ON RECORD. 
Doctors Arrive in Nick of Time 
to. Use Novel Method; See 
Ald to Asphyxiation 
and Drowning. 


For twenty-mine hours, ending yesterday 
morning, a Chicas father and mother stood 
by while a machine kept the daughfer alive 
The machine was an ordinary vacuum clean- 
er, with some important mechanical addi- 
tions. 

Operating it were its 88 Dr. Harry 
M. Richter of Northwestern Medical collega, 
and Dr. F. A. Besley, also of the surgical 
faculty. With them were Dr. W. D. Herri- 
man and Dr. George B. Dyche. 

The patient, the first human being on whom 
the machine ever bas been used, had ceased 
to breathe before it was applied. In the 
twenty-nine hours that followed the adjus:- 
ment of the machine the color came into the 
cheeks of the girl who had been scientifically 
termed “ incompletely dead,“ the heart beat 
with approximate regularity, the pulse meas- 
ured the flow and ebb of the blood stream, 
the resplratlon was clocklike. 


Signs of Life Gone, 

Now and again the machine was removed 
from the patient. All signs of life at once 
departed. Hastily the physicians attached 
the clocklike device again. Life—in all its 
physical aspects, at least—returned. In the 
thirtieth hour of mingled hope and agony for 
the parents and actual awe for the attending 
physicians something stopped. The lungs 
continued their forced respiration, but the 
heart ceased to respond. The suspense o 
which this put an end was a relief to both the 
doctors and the family. a 

The name of the patient, her father, and 
her mother have been carefully protected by 
the attending physicians, but the truth of 
the experiment is attested not only by the 
physicians but the attendants of Wesley 
Memorial hospital. It is believed the ma 
chine will make a difference between life and 
death in cases of asphyxiation, drowning, 
chloroform and morphine poisoning, shock, 
and operations in which anesthetics ate 
used. . — 


Description of Machine. 
The e apparatus consistsa of a 


ular intervals of three or four seconds, and 
an ether vaporizer. The valve is timed by 
clockwork. Im Operation a tube connected 
with the exhaust port of the cleaner is in- 
serted in the windpipe of the patient and the 
motor which drives the vacuum pump ie con- 
nected with an electric lighting cirewit. The 
motor pumps the Jungs of the patient full of 
air, the automatic valve shuts off the supply, 
the air rushes out of the lungs, and one 
breathing operation iscomplete. The process 
is repeated eighteen or twenty times a mlnwe. 

The inventor, who is assistant professor of 
surgery at the Northwestern Medical col- 
lege, has experimented on animals for sev- 
eral years. 

The first case, and so far the only case, of 
a human being was that of a young woman 
who was dying of an infection of the brain 
which began in the inner ear. Dr. W. D. 
Herriman and Dr. George B. Dyche were at 
the bedside when the patient ceased to 
breathe. They noted that her pulse still was 
active, though growing less so. They begaa 
to produce artificial] respiration after the well! 
known manual method. 

Dr. Richter, in company with Dr. Besley, 
arrived as the manual method of producing 
artificial respiration was falling. 


Called “Incompletely Dead.” 

The patient then was what a layman would 
have called “dead.” But complete death is 
a slow process, according to science. Scien- 
tincally speaking, the patient was incom- 
pletely deid.“ The apparatus was set up, 
the tube connected with the patient's wind- 
pipe, and the electric current turned on. 

Dr. Richter and Dr. Besley then went to 
work to perform an operation which was the 
only hope of saving the young woman’s Are 
It proved, as they expected, a forlorn hope. 
Yet they succeeded in performing an opera- 
tion on a patient who was alive only because 
she was kept alive by the machine which 
they had brought with them. 

After the operatign was performed they 
stopped the machine fora moment. The pa- 
tient’s pulse began to dle away. Final disso- 
lution was a matter of seconds. They turned 
on the current ty wd and the pulse came 
back to show the heart. again was beating 
‘strongly. 

When the patient’s heart finally ceased to 
beat, the world’s record for prolonging life 
by artificial means had been, it is believed, 
far exceeded. The worth of the apparatus 
had been established in the case of a human 
being. 


Revived by Pulmotor. 

Dr. Richter’s device is different from the 
pulmotor, a German device The pulmotor 
owned by the Commonwealth Edison com- 
pany consists of a tank of oxygen under 
3.000 pounds pressure to the square inch. 
A valve reduces the pressure two pounds to 
the Square inch. The gas o tes the valve 
and pump. When tn use the pulmotor Induces 
artificial respiration whether the subject is 
alive or dead, except that oxygen instead of 
air is Introduced into the lungs. 

The disadvantage in the use of oxygen is 
that it sometimes produces irritation which 
the air the lungs are accustomed to breathe 
does not. pre it cannot de prolonged in 
application. 

Three persons who had deen overcome by 
luminating gas were resuscitated early yes- 
terday morning by means of the pulmotor. 
They were Nathan Robowskü 25 years old, 
1825 West Division street; Mrs. Rose Rob- 
owski, 25 years old, and Dennie Riffski, 22 
years old, a boarder in t the house.

The pay of 6,500 school teachers of Chicago 
was raised yesterday at the meeting of the 
board of education. An apportionment of 
$8,222,346 was made for the year, more than 
$000.000 above that of last year. Only kin- 
dergarten teachers, of whom there are about 
250, were excepted from the salary increase. 

The raising of the salaries yesterday came 
in the regular budget and was passed unani- 
mously. The scales of increase vary for the 
different grades of te ching, ranging in in- 
» creases of from $100 to $500. Most of the 
scales provide for a gradual increase to the 
maximum, raising the wages from $50 to 8100 


mum, which is reached, in most cases in four 
years. Some teachers, however, Are to re- 
ceive $100 increases of salary every year until 
the meximum is reached, at eight and nine 
years. 

New Basis of Salaries. 

Following is a list of the old and new sal- 
aries: 

Teachers of drawing and singing, elementary 
schools; old maximum, $1,800; new maximum, 
peached in eight years, $2,200. f

Teachers of the deaf and teachers in schools for 
crippled children; present maximum, $1,200; new 
maximum, reached in the fourth year, $1,300. 


Increases Effective at Once. 

The changes are to be effective at once. 
Teachers who have already reached their 
old maximum salaries and have served long 
enough to be eligible under the new maximum 
schedule, will receive the new salary. 

In addition to the raises in salaries for the 
regular teachers, the salary of Robert Smith, 
manual training supervisor, was increased 
from $3.500 to $4,000. Henry Suder, super- 
visor of physical education, received the same 
increase. 

In raising the maximum wages the mini- 
mum wages are raised also. In several cases 
new teachers, just beginning work, will re- 
ceive for their salaries what former teachers 
received as the maximum, after several 
years of service. 

The finance committee made a report show- 
ing a saving of $98,509.33, resulting from 
the reorganization of the business depart- 
ment and. putting it under.the direction of 
Secretary Lewis E. Larson in the latter part 
of 1910. 8 8 

Board to Condemn Land. 

The board decided to institute condemna- 
tion proceedings to acquire land adjoining 
the Bass school at Sixty-sixth and South 
May streeta the McClellan school, Thirty- 
fifth and Wallace streets; the Longfellow 
school, West Thirty-fifth and Lincolg streets;

WILL EXTEND SHERIDAN ROAD 
FOR THIRTY MILES NORTH.

Lincoln Park Board Plans Rival of Lake 
Shore Drive—Seeks Consent of Front- 
age Owners and Suburbs. 


The Lincoln park commissioners yesterday 
took action which contemplates the trans- 
forming of Sheridan road into one of the 
longest and most beautiful boulevards in the 
world. 

It is planned to extend the denden 
north from Devon avenue thirty miles as the 
crow flies to Lake Bluff. The road will de 
turned over to the park commissioners, who 
propose to boulevard, park, and iMuminate 
it until it resembles the Lake Shore drive 
in every way. 

The action tdkem was the adoption of two 
resolutions. The first provides for the ex- 
tension of Sheridan road to the northern 
city limits. The second directs that the 
board should take over Sheridan road 
through the north shore suburbs when the 
consents of the latter dre obtained. 

For months the Sheridan Road Improve- 
ment association has been working to have 
the drive taken over by the park board an“ 
made into @ boulevard. Under the law it 
is necessary to obtain the consent of the own- 
ers of a majority of the frontage along the 
drive and that of the municipalities through 
which the road passes. 

At present Sheridan road is a boulevard 
under tne board's control only as far north as 
Devon avenue.

Building Commissioner Says Practice 
Increases Fire Risk and He Will 
Have Ordinance Drafted.

Smoking in Chicago theaters may be pro- 
hibited. Bullding Commissioner Henry 
Ericsson said last night he will have an or- 
dmance prepared forbidding the practice in 
amusement houses. At present it is per- 
mitted by the management of several vaude- 
ville and burlesque theaters. 

Corporation Counsel-Sexton, in an opinion. 
says the city council cannot prohibit smok- 
ing in theaters unless it can show conclu- 
sively that smoking is injurious to the pub- 
lic health, or that it is dangerous to property 
by reason of the probability of fires being 
started thereby. 

Mr. Ericsson says smoking in theaters in- 
creases the fire risk, and therefore the city 
has the power to suppress it. 

„In most theaters,” he sald, “there are 
carpets on the floors, which would easily be 
ignited by matches or cigar and cigaret 
stub.

Refers to General Politics. 

Col. Roosevelt interrupted the reading here 
to say:

I have not decided 
that I will not do substantially what you sug- 
gest. If I do finally abstain it will be because 
of apprehension that it will do harm For the 
good men of the south—and I regard the ma- 
jority ef them as such—I have no objection to 
repeat seventy and seven times. But I have 
bad men to deal with, both north and south, 
men who are eager for something new upon 
which to base misrepresentations, men who 
would Mké to frighten me or at least to fix 
upon me the character of timidity and cow- 
ardice.

Charles A. Comiskey, owner of the White 
Sox and known as the “Old Réman” in 
baseball, today will be asked formally to 
come out as a candidate for governor of Illi- 
nois on the Democratic ticket.

BERLIN, Feb. 7.—The emperor today 
opened the first session of the newly elected 
reichsteg, in the white hall of the royal pal- 
ace. None of the Socialist members attended 

In his speech from the throne the emperor 
laid stress on the necessity that, in the inter- 
ests of peace, the navy and the army should 
be strengthened, 

The Moroccan question was a fresh proof 
of Germany's readiness to settle peacefully 
disputes with other nations. The imperial 
finances, he went on, shortly would be ona 
sound footing, in view of the excellent re- 
sults and the free spirit and enterprise of 
trade and industry. The progress in techni- 
cal improvement had so greatly benefited ag- 
riculture, he said, that it was decided to 
maintain the present tariff policy, and ex- 
pression will be given to it in the new tariff 
treaties with other countries. 


Champion of, People. 

The emperor, added: To maintain intact 
and tirmly welded the fabric of the organiza- 
tion of the empire and the state, and to 
promote the welfare of the people, in all 
classes and ranks, and to safeguard and in- 
crease the strength and prestige of the na- 
tion—it is to that aim that my present action 
is dtrected.“ 

The kaiser made no reference to the govern- 
ment's defeat at the polls. He said that in 
concluding the agreement with France on the 
Moroccan question, the nation had given 
new proof of its readiness to settle interna- 
tional differences amicably whenever com- 
patible with German dignity and interests. 
He referred to the alliances with Austria- 
Hungary and Italy, adding that it had been 
his policy to cultivate friendly relations with 
all the powers on a basis of mutual respect 


and good will. 


Looks to Empire’s Future. 

“TI look forward with confidence beyond 
the struggle of today to the future of the 
empire, trusting in the healthy force of the 
German people and relying on God's gracious 
assistance,” he declared. 

Following the address, the members re- 
turned to the reichstag. In accordance with 
custom, the body was called to order by the 
oldest member. This honor fell to Albert 
Treger aged 82, a member of the People’s 
Progressive party. After a brief session 
adjournment was taken until tomorrow, when 
officers will be choren.

Woman Says Lawyers 
Prey on Foreigners. 


RACTICES of lawyers around the county 

jails were criticised yesterday by Miss 
Viola Paradise of the Immigrants’ Pro- 
tective league, who spoke at a meeting 
of the Isalah Woman's club. 

“There is a class of lawyers who work on 
the foreign prisoners in the county jail,” said 
Miss’ Paradise. “The attorney will promise 
to ‘put a man on the street,’ to get a ponds- 
man for him, then will get his money, give 
him a receipt for a retainer’s fee, and there 
drop the matter. A lawyer will get a list of 
the new prisoners from one of the old ones 
and divide the fees. : 

“Another scheme is to obtain postpone- 

nts of trials and charge for each time the 
case is mentioned in court. Often when pris- 
oners are guilty they are kept in jail await- 
Ing trial for a longer period than that for 
which they are sentenced. 

“One lawyer told an Italian boy accused 
of murder that he would free him for $1,000, 
The boy’s mother sold her farm in Italy to 
get the money, At the trial there was almost 
no defense made by the lawyer. The reason 
he gave was that he thought the boy was 
guilty, but he kept the money and offered 
to appeal the case for an extra $300. 

“The foreigner also suffers in the courts 
and in police stations because of a lack of 
capable and honest interpreters. There is no 
adequate interpreter in any court in Chicago, 
Recently men ‘have been sent to jail prac- 
tically without trial because there was no one 
in the court who could speak the language.”

ERHAPS we could not make a beefsteak 
‘pudding by following Dickens’ description 
of Ruth Pinch (in Martin Chuzzlewit ”) 
as she did it, but we could learn some 
things about the ingredients and how they 
should be handled and put together.

HE SIREN seems to have'nearly 

everything that is needed to make 

a bright musical entertainment. 

An. ideal formula for such an ex- 

hibition, one surmises, is a story 
full. of minor romance, a pretty tune or two, 
half a dozen young men and women of at- 
tractive personality and physique, some bi- 
garre dresses worn by the ensemble, and, 
if the librettist is remiss, as he always is, 
Mr. Will West, with his husky and extem- 
poraneous clowning. Of course that cryptic 
thing known as the wallop” is essential 
at this time to long runs and huge profits. 
Possibly The Siren does not possess this 


wallop, but it has all the other ingredients, 


including a moderate cleanliness; and it 
seems a safe investment for those who care 
for frivolous plays with music.

All of which sounds like a bulletin from the 
Drama league, though expressed in terms 
much less apt than those employed in the 
decisions by the studious members of that 
final and usually unreversed court of ,he 
theater. In case it is not the habit of the 
Drama league to consider a romance, with 
tunes, one may venture further, in a Drama 
league mood, to tell what is enjoyable in 
“The Siren.“ First, there is the music— 
music which is a melodious concession to the 
passion for tinkle, and yet showing a syin- 
pathy for what Mr. Gunn would describe with 
a vocabulary known, but unfamiliar, to me. 
Queer little unexpected harmonies, tunes 
that one wishes to whistle, but can’t, minor 
surprises, brought out impertinentiy by 
strange instruments in the orchestra, They 
all make one feel that unique sensation of 
liking good music, than which nothing is 
more flattering.

Then there is Mr. Donald Brian, ahm, man- 
ly, a bit aloof, with a great deal of American 
elegance, singing in an excusable falsetto and 
dancing like poetry which clatters. He is 
Armand, and he has to do with numerous 
Suzannes, and Ninons, and Pepis, and at 
the end he embraces matrimonially Lolotte, 
a simple lass from the outlands. Miss Julia 
Sanderson, too, as this same Lolotte—she 
coos in a manner newly acquired, and dances 
—how she dances! In musical comedy there 
are many dancers, but, I think none who has 
the grace, the peculiar combination of the 
Sensual and the sensuous; in short, none who 
knows the art of the skirt, like Mise Julia 
Sanderson. The things she does with her 
legs and her petticoats, I malntain, are the 
quinteseence of some art or other. In one 
scene, for instance, she appears as a rural 
Hebe imply dresged all un white, but with 
disclosures at once innocent, daring; and dis- 
creet—a perfect picture at once ee purity and 
sophistication.

She and Mr: Brian have a dance together, 
“The Waltz Caprice,“ maybe. full of allur- 
ing harmonies and most chastely done, 
though chances are taken.

valllac a seditious poet, found out that Miss 
Sanderson had not betrayed him to the 
emperor’s secret service and espoused her a!

Here it is time to stop, and not half the nice 
things said about The Siren that might 
be said.

Brilliant Program Given 


by Cincinnati Orchestra 


BY GLENN DILLARD GUNN. 
O engaging were the artistic qualities 


disclosed by Leopold Stokowski and. 


the Cincinnati Symphony orchestra 
at the first of their concerts yester- 
day afternoon in Orchestra hall that 


the smallness of the gathering which greet- 


ed them is subject for sincere regret. Like 
most matinée audiences, that of yesterday 
was undemonstrative. But the magnetic 
personality of the young conductor and the 
splendid responsiveness of his men elicited 
expressions of approval that approximated, 
if only distantly, the cordiality merited by 
the performance. 

The Cincinnati Symphony orchestra was 
reorganized under Mr. Stckowski’s leader- 
ship only three years ago, but such have been 
the fruits of his discipline that it already 
may challenge comparison with orchestras 
far more widely known. The New York 
Symphony orchestra, as it was when Mr. 
Damrosch invited Felix Weingartner to con- 
duct a series of concerts here and in the east, 
did not advance standards of ensemble that 


were comparable with those maintained by 


Mr. Stokowski and his men. It, too, was 
then a young orchestra; and though it had 
several brilliant players in its ranks, it 
lacked both in point of tonal unity and of 
flexibility as contrasted with the results ob- 
tained by the Cincinnati orchestra. 

The latter is already a well balanced body. 
The strings have solidity, Warmth, and 
brilllancy; the wood-winds are remarkable, 
especially notable being the first oboe, clari- 
net, and bassoon; the brasses are sonorous 
without being harsh, and the percussion in- 
struments are handled discreetly. An ac- 


curate estimate of the individual quality of 


the various choirs is the more easily accom- 
plished because Mr. Stokowski, who has the 
true feeling for orchestra melody, constantly 
lifts one or another section into prominence. 
The certainty with which these contrasts are 
accomplished indicates a discipline far be- 
yond the ordinary, and is quite as worthy of 
note as the fine unity of violin tone in can- 
tilene, that occasionally brought the melodic 
line into veautitlly\ proportioned relief. 

On the other hand, one misses that curious 
amalgamation of the cichestral tone repre- 
sented in its highest manifestation by the 
Boston orchestra. But it does not follow 
that the lack of this quality is to be con- 
strued as a shortcoming. Rather it repre- 
sents one of the interpretative. character- 
istics of the conductor, as the Tschaikowsky 
symphony in E minor and the Beethoven 
Egmont overture were calculated to dgm- 
onstrate them. Many gifts and attainments 
are united in Mr. Stokowski’s art. But 
the most conspicuous is his feeling for the 
polyphonic crchestral utterance and his pas- 
sion for giviuy it that sharply defined enun- 
ciation that sustains a perpetual! contrast be- 
tween the different color groups of the tonal 
Lody. 

His reading of the fifth and best ad ine 
Tschaikowsky symphonies was a revelation. 
The work is universally recognized as the 
most melbdious of the Russian master's in- 
spirations. Mr. Stokowski discovers meio- 
dies and countermelodies previously unheard. 
The voices of the wood-winds that com- 
mented so exquisitely upon the song of tho 
violins in the andante were new to our ears. 
New, also, was the faculty to impart to 
every orchestral inflection its rhythmical im- 
pulse. 

The soloist of the afternoon was Mrs. Olga 
Samaroff-Stokowski, who played the Grieg 
concerto with delightful freshness and charm 
and much brilliant display of pianistic art. 
In response to hearty applause she added as 
an encore the G minor prelude of Rachma- 
ninow. The Cincinnati orchestra and Mrs. 
Stokowski will give a second concert this 
evening, at which the Brahms C minor sym- 
phony, the Tschaikowsky B flat minor piano 
concerto and the prelude to “ Die Meister- 
lnger will be heard.

THE MINIMUM WAGE QUESTION. 
Massachusetts has a commission to study 
the minimum wage idea, and its report will 
not lose public interest because of the Law- 
rence mills strike. ‘ 
In fact. the strike, according to its lead- 
ers, turns upon exactly this question of a 
living wage. The American Woolen com- 
pany when confronted by a fifty-four hour a 
week law reduced wages, but points out 
that as the time of work was shorter the 
* rate of wage was not reduced. The chief 
strike leader puts the issue thus: 

What is this strike about? They say it is about

mot fifty-four or fifty-six hours. It is the re- 
duction of wages to $5.50, which meant death. 
The fifty-four baum week was but a match put 
under the magazine to blow it up. 


President Wood of the woolen company 
replies that “ Massachusetts was already 
working on a shorter ‘time schedule than | 
practically every other state having textile 
business. The further reduction in hours 
lessened by that much the production of 
the mills, The close competition between 
the mills all over the country would not 
allow such a reduction to go into effect with- 
out a corresponding reduction in aggregate 
wages.” 

He also declares that $5.50 a week is paid 
for labor that requires little if any skill : 
and that it is an adequate wage for the 
character of work performed and the degree 
of skill possessed.” 
Whether it is a wage adequate to sustain 
life under proper conditions, according to 
American standards and American necessi- 
ties, does not seem to have awakened Mr. 
Wood's interest. 

But that is a question in which society 


itself is deeply coneerned. Ifa considerable 


part of the population is underfed, under- 
clothed, and badly housed it concerns more 
than that class. It concerns all the com- 
munity, not on humanitarian but upon 
utilitarian grounds. Mr. Wood's theory of 
what is adequate is purely comparative. II 
does not ‘go. far enough. 

Tho other defense made by the company 
also raises a vital issue. Mr. Wood points 
out that his corporation is in competition 
with companies in other states the laws and

a fact, it is one of the fair considerations 
in the Lawrence problem, and illustrates 
one of the serious weaknesses of our fed- 
eral system developed by the growth of mod- 
ern business.

Being fat or thin depends upon how 
much fat or grease is slipped into spaces 
here and there. The deposition of fat 
in an organ is quite different from nourish- 
ing its cells. The food which the body 
takes up is used first to nourish the 
healthy cells, to repair wear and tear, 
‘and then the surplus is deposited as fat. 
The fat man has all of his organs 
nourished and some to spare. Therefore, 
he ought to be happy and he frequently is. 

Many things work. together te make 
a man thin, If he worries ‘he burns up 
a lot of food energy and just the amount 
used in that way may mean that, in 
his ledger, his fat“ account shows more 
liabilities than assets. There is no doubt 
but that some men worry ves 
thin. The way it is done is by the 
useless burning of food, not through any 
direct influence of the mind on the tissues, 
Fat is always a fdreign body amongst 
the cells proper to the organ. 

To influence the nourishing of the cells 
proper to any itportant degree is beyond 
the power of the mind. The mind can 
round out the arm. If a man eats and li- 
gests well and does not worry, he can in- 
crease, let us say, his biceps measure- 
ment. It increases because the surplus 
nourishment fat is deposited under the 
skin as fat. But no amount of think- 
ing can make the biceps muscle have 
more fibers of grow — ones. 


Nourishment comes a use rather 
than through mind. This illustration ap- 
plies to all the cells of the body. Mind

The fact is that the frame of mind has 
little influence on the gutrition of those 
tissues that have work to do. Nor can 
concentration of the mind on any particu- 
lar organ or its work in any material way 
modify its nutrition or its working.

for alarm, while the candidates for commis- 
sions are falling further and further below 
the required number.
